2. RE STATE 216407, EMBASSY NEEDS TO KNOW SOONEST 
TYPE OF PASSPORT FSI INSTRUCTOR BORISSOW WILL BE 
TRAVELING ON AND TYPE OF VISA HE IS APPLYING FOR. 

VISA SHOULD SPECIFY ALL POINTS ON HIS ITINERARY, DR 
INTERNAL TRAVEL APPROVAL MAY NOT BE GUARANTEED. ALSO 
PLEASE CLARIFY PROPOSED DATES HE WANTS TO TEST IN

3. RE STATE 218926, PARA 3: 

A. WE AGREE WHOLEHEARTEDLY WITH KEEPING THE JORP 
OUT OF THE DISCUSSION OF OUR OPERATIONAL NEEDS, AND 
WONDER IF MOVING VAN LANINGHAM INTO A REGULAR POSITION 
FOR HIS SECOND YEAR WOULDN'T CAUSE JUST THAT SORT OF 
CONFUSION OF ISSUES. 
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B. MARK S PERSPECTIVE ON CADRE-BUILDING HAS SHIFTED 
SLIGHTLY IN THIS LAST MONTH IN THE DIRECTION OF

THE 10TH WOULD BE THE BEST TIME FOR A BUFFET RECEPTION. 

THE 1 1TH IS THEIR FREE DAY AND THEY REFUSE EVENING
